‘The character of our Satiour, from. his. whilst he... 
assumed a mortal form, is calculated to excite feelings of intense in- 
terest. The dignity that recommends religion, and the virtue that a- 
dorns humanity were so beautifully exemplified in him, that we may 
well declare those who exhibit indifference in these subjects to have 
hearts incapable of any gentle feeling. We dare not presume to speak 
of Jesus Christ as God, otherwise than to acknowledge our deepest 
gratitude and most profound veneration, but as a man, we may dilate 
on those paints in his character which so eminently distinguished him 
from mortals. For though without sin yet he took upon himself our 
human nature, soul as well as body. However his human nature was 
not confounded with his divine ; ; the distinction between them was as 
obvious as that between our soul and body. This was exemplified in 
many instances. In one case the union of a divine and human nature 
in the same being was beautifully illustrated. It was at that time 
When, as he was sleeping a tempest arose. His frame was weariedsand, 
as a man he sought to refresh himself by sleep. Sleep, by its simcity: 
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minds the transitoriness of human 
life, and weakness of man. Yet Christ humbled himself so far as to 
assume this characteristic of an imperfect and feeble being. But mark 
also his divinity. When the tempest arose. and the elements were con- 
tending, and the wild ungoverned fury of their contention was on the 
eve of destroying the vessel of the diseiples, Christ was awakened from 
his sleep, and he exerted his divine power, and with a word the vio- 
lence of the tempest was appeased. That same power which opened 
the windows of heaven, and made the sea to rush over its bounds, and 
said to it „ Thus far shalt thou go and no farther” was here exerted, 
to calm the angry flood, and forbid its farther violence. f 

singular and unbounded love of our Saviour has been an 
less theme of divines, and indeed this peculiarly distinguished him 
from the sinners he came to bave. There appeared moreover in him a 
compound of benevolence, wildness and humility, which, though never 
exhibited in such perfection by any man, is still consistent with the hu- 
man character. Whilst we turn with anger from the ungrateful man, 
he still loved those, who, not contented with exhibiting the blackest 
ingratitude, persecuted him to death. He came to prepare an eternal 
habitation for those who denied him a place where to lay his head. — 
Whilst the ambitious seek for worldly, power and aggrandizement, ‘and : 
avoid those whose lowly occupation ee in their estimation detract 
from assumed dignity, he deemed. i no degradation to visit sinners 
and publicans, a class of meh upon whom the Jews looked with con- 
tempt or hatred. His courage did not fotsuke him when scribes, and 

high-priests, the honoured of the nation sought his ruin. A petition for 
relief was, with celestial benignity, always granted and the faith which 
he saw in others, he exalted’ by his approbation. No appearance of a 
proud reliatice upon his unbounded power, of unseemly exultation when 
nett with the welcome of hosannas, appeared. But heroic firmness | 
and constaney and dignity such as none but a godlike being could as 
sume, were exhibited when enmity persecuted, and temptation assailed, 
and malice reviled. With no comforter on earth, and with no rank or 
wealth, by che assistance of which he might cope with adversaries, he 
sustained with patience and humility, the ‘assaults of the wicked. wa 

He complied with the customs of the country, but he spared no super- : 
stitions and prejudices of the’ Jews ; he presented to their view, their 
errors, though without the intolerance of the bigot. For mildness was 
his characteristic. Let him who in emergencies knows not how to act, 
turn to the representation of Christ’s character, which the evangelists 
have given us, and he wilt quickly know i in what direction to turn his 
steps, and upon whom to call for support. 

Every qualiy of the heart which we love, and every quality ef the 
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mind, which we admire, were exhibited in our Saviour, free from the 
blemishes and faults which worldly passions scatter over the human 
character. Such love was never exhibited when hatred was the reward, 
such dignity was never so completely blended with humility, such ex. 
altation uncorrupted by worldly pride, such patience under suffering, 
‘were at no other time beheld. And when we think how consistently 
this character was maintained, and what was the motive for assuming 
such a form, and what was the termination and final result of this ex- 
“traordinary scene—infidelity is hushed and all the vain and sophisticat- 
od arguments of the enemies of God pass before tis as the unregarded 
v iind, and with heart and soul we proclaim ‘This truly was theSon of God. 
But were these monsters of iniquity who sacrificed our Lord, the 
fast who appeared in array against God—are there no more in whose 
breasts, rankle the same evil passions and the same malignity? There 
are those who with unblushed confidence dare to assert that Christ is 
not God, that he is not one person in the Trinity, but simply a man, 

and not a descended God. Such blasphemy equals the malignity of those 
who crucified the Saviour. It tears from those who are repentant the 
comfort which they might experience from the soothing thought, that 
they were reading the word of God. It strives to make Jesus Christ 
an impostor, for he said he and God were one, and these deluded beings 
contradict this assertion. He who existed before the creation of the 
world, and came to take upon himself the human form, who being pu- 
rity, bore our sins, and suffered for our transgressions, who being per- 
fect love, came to save his enemies, after all his sufferings, and com- 
passion and love, is denounced by miserable men, as a deceiver. Such 
depravity is almost incredible, and we are inclined to believe that those 
who do express such corrupt doctrines, must in a weak moment have 
yielded to the insinuations of an evil spirit, and turned from the voice of 
truth, of religion, and of God, HIBAM.

Death.

In the whole course of our observation there is sot so misrepresented 
and abused a personage as Death. Some have styled him the King of 
Terrors, when he might with less impropriety have been termed the 
terror of kings; others have dreaded him as an evil without end, al- 
though it was in their power te make him the end of all evil. He has 
ween vilified as the cause of anguish, consternation and despair; but 
these, alas, are things that appertain not unto death, but unto life. How 
strange a paradox Is this, we love the distemper, and loathe the reme. 
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ay, preferring the fiercest buffetings of the hurricane, to the tranquil- 
ty of the ‘harbour. The poet has lent his fictions, the painter, his co- 
lors, the orator his tropes, to portray death as the grand destroyer, whe 
for a perishable state, gives us that which is eternal! Can he be styl. 
ed the enemy, who is the best friend only of the best, who never de- 
sérts them at their utmost need, and whose friendship proves the most 
Faluable to those who live the longest? Can he be termed the prince 
ef phantoms and of shades, who destroys that which is transient and 
temporary, to establish that which is real and fixed? And what are 
the mournful escutcheons, the sable trophies, and the melancholy in- 
signia with which we surround him, the sepulchral gloom, the mould - 
ering carcass, and the slimy worm These indeed are the idle fears 
and empty terrors, not of the dead, but of the living. The dark do- 
main of death we dread indeed to enter, but we ought rather to dread 
the ruggedness of some of the roads that lead to it; but if they are 
rugged, they are short, and it is only those. that are smooth, that are 
‘Wearisome and long But perhaps he summons us too soon from the 
feast of life, be it so; if the exchange be not for the better, it is not 
his fault but our own: or he summons us late; the call is a reprieve 
rather than a sentence; for who would wish to sit at the board when 
he can no longer partake of the banquet, or to live on to pain, when 
he has long been dead to pleasure ? Tyrants can sentence their vie, 
tims to death, but how much more dreadful would be their power, 
could they sentence them to life? Life is the jailer of the soul in this 
filthy prison, and its only deliverer i is death; what we call death, is a2 
passport to life. True wisdom thanks death for what he takes, and 
still more for what he brings. Let us then like sentinels be ready be- 
cause We are uncertain and calm because we are prepared. There js 
nothing formidable about death but the consequences of it, and these 
we ourselves can regulate and controul. The shortest life is long 
ee if it lead toa better, and the longest life is too * if it did 
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On some things which appear useless. 


Diy’ ine Providence, by which’ the world is governed, is universal, and 
gntends to tho minutest things, and to events the most trifling. How 
many things there are in the world which appear useless. Multitudes | 
_ af insects appear not only useless, but hurtful to men, to beasts and te 
vegetables, Many men and animals just shew themselves upon the 
darth and disappear ; others are born monsters and deformed, or be- 
me impotent. Many facnities appear to be lest for want of an op- 
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portunity Many of the best undertakings fail 
before they come to maturity. Some may ask, could all this be, if an 
- infinitely wise being governed the world? But who are they that dare 
question the wisdom of Divine Providence? Are they sure they are 
right? Do they know all things well enough to see their connexion 
‘with, and dependance upon each other, and to say with certainty, “ this 
is absolutely useless. or, answers no good purpose? We should remem- 
ber how limited and weak our understandings are. It becomes us to 
observe a respectful silence; not to criticise, but to adore, when we 
reflect upon the works of the Lord, who has done all things well. Be- 
sides, many things may be useful in different ways. Certainly the in- 
sect devoured by the swallow cannot produce a new generation, yet it 
serves as food for the swallow. Though our tears cannot soften the 
cruel man, yet they are not lost; they serve to keep up the sensibility 
of our hearts; and besides they shall not be forgotten before God.— 
Blessed are the merciful, for they shall obtain mercy. Do not let us 
think then, that there is any thing in the world entirely useless, All 
things answer the end proposed by God, and exactly in the way too 
which he determined upon before the world was. True Wisdom, not 
only attends to the present, but extends to the future; and it is the 
connexion which one thing has with another, that renders them in ma- 
ny cases subservient to some good end. Each being has a share in the 
plans of the Creator; but the part which belongs to some beings is so 
small as to be imperceptible, and so may entirely escape our observa. 
tion. But we ought not to infer, that they are therefore useless or hurt- 
ful. Let us be persuaded that God is infinitely wise, and that he acis 
by a well informed plan; this will contribute to our peace and happi- 
ness. Daily events transpire, for which we cannot account; and then 
perhaps our confidence is weakened. Let us learn, however, from daily 

experience, and from the dispensations of Providence, the equity of the 
: government of God, this will render our minds tranquil under all the 
vicissitudes of human life. We shall then be persuaded, that in all 
that God does, or permits to be done, he has wise ends in view. In- 
stead of finding fault, let us constantly adore his wisdom, and render 
glory to his name. All events will justify that Being who has never 
been mistaken in the government of the universe; and of whom we 
are assured, that as the Judge of all the earth he will do right. A pro- 
per belief of this will tranquilize our minds here, and render us happy

: The fifth letter describes some of the practical enormities of the 
system of the church of Rome under the heads of moral char- 
acter, celibacy and nunneries. The details in this painfully interes- 
ting and affecting chapter, fully confirm what many Catholic writers 
affect to consider the more popular prejudices of Protestant coun- 
tries on these subjects. Wheevils resulting from Monastic vows and 
amposed clerical celibacy are so notorious and. appalling, that the 
Church of Rome evinces a most culpable pertinacity in still clinging 
to these restraints, especially as such points of discipline might be 
altered without prejudice to her doctrines, or disparagement. of her 
‘glaims. In no part of his work does our author speak. with more poign- 
ant feelings, or with a more painful testimony from personal know- 
ledge, than in this letter. The concluding paragraph is deeply affec- 
ting; we quote it however, chiefly for the sake of showing the cruel - 
tx and tyranny of monastic vows, imposed often in tender youth, and 
never to be broken. The moral evils of the system, have been often 
exposed, and we need not dwell on them—but second only to these 
are the inflictions of suffering which it often involves. 


“Cruel and barbarous, indeed, must be the bigotry and policy which, 
rather than yield on a point of discipline, sees with indifference even 
the chance, not to say the existence, of such evils. To place the most 
sensitive, innocent, and ardent minds under the most horrible appre- 
hensions of spiritual and temporal punishmeat, without the clearest 
mecessity, is a refinement of cruelty, which has few examples among 
civilized nations. Yet the scandal of defection is guarded against by 
fears that would crush stouter hearts, and distract less vivid imagina- 
tions, than those of timid and sensitive females. Even a temporary 
leave to quit the convent for the restoration of decaying health is sel- 
dem given, and never applied for but by such nuns as unhappiness drives 
iato a disregard of public opinion. I saw my eldest sister, at the age 
of two-and-twenty, slowly sink into the grave within the walls of 2 
convent—wheress, had she not been a slave to that church which has 
been a curse to me, air, amusement, and exercise might have saved her 
I saw her on her death bed, I obtained that melancholy sight as the 
risk of bursting my heart, when, in my capacity of priest, and at her 
ewn request, I heard her last confession. Ah! when shall I forget the 
gortd-egoty with which, nor to disturb the dying moments of that 
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truly angelic being, I 3 my bing tears in her presence 
the choking sensation with which I forced the words of absolution 


through my convulsed lips; the faltering steps with which I left the 
convent alone, making the solitary street where it stood re-echo the 
sobs I could no longer contain! | 


saw my dearsister no mere ; but hes. was left me, if not equal 
in talents to the eldest (for I have knewn few that could be consider. 
ed her equals,) amiable or good in no inferior degree, To her I look- 
ed up as a companion for life. But she had a heart open to every no- 
ble impression —and such, among Catholics, are apt to be misled from 
the path of practical usefulness, in the wilderness of visionary perſec- 
tion. At the age of twenty she left an infirm. mother to the care of 
servants and strangers, and shut herself up in a convent, where she 
Was not allowed to see even: the nearest relations. With a delicate 
frame, requiring every indulgence to support it in health, she em- 
braced a rule which denied her the comforts of the lowest class of 80 
ciety. A coarse woollen frock fretted her skin—her feet had no over - 
ing but that of shoes open at the toes, that they might expose them to 
the cold of the brick floor —a couch of bare planks: was her bed, and 
an unfurnished: cell her dwelling. Disease soon filled her conscience 
With fears and 1 had often to endure the torture of witnessing her 
gagonies at the confessional. I left her when I quitted a dying 


loss two years after—yet I could not wit so cruel as to wish her 
The concluding letter, the sixth, points out the . which the 
Roman Catholic doctrine and discipline present to mental improve- 
ment, and the tendency of the Catholic’ Breviary and Prayer - book to 
cherish credulity, and adulterate Christian virtue. These are heavy 
charges, but we fear they are too well founded. This long and mis- 
dcellaneous letter does not udmit of abridgement, and our limits for- 
bid quotation. If any of our readers have a taste for absurd stories and 
- fictitious miracles, they may largely indulge their appetite in Mr. 
White's citations from the Breviary, and other accredited formula- 
ries. While such idle legends are made the subjects of faith and 
religious reſerence, well may the church of Rome prohibit the mis-. 
cCellaneous perusal of the Scriptures—well may she forge trammels to 
confine the expansion of the human mind, and to render the nineteenth, 
and all the succeeding centuries, as exact a counterpart as 3 
the darkness and superstitions of the middle ages. nay 


From the foregoing remarks and extracts it will be seen that Mr. 
Bianco White has exhibited an appalling, and it may possibly be said 
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in some instances, an picture of the'Church of Rome —yet, 
with every abatement, if ubatement be necessary -but, on the other 
hand, with some important additions to the catalogue of evils, including’ 
several doctrinal errors, which are but slightly alluded to by our au- 
thor—what a spectacle is presented to us of a professed, the professed 
churéh 6f Christ, once the arbitress of all Christendom, and still boas. 
ting a large? numerical census than any other section of the Christian 
church! But let us not think it enough to exhibit either our grief 
or our indignation; or both, at the melancholy. exhibition. As 
Christians, as Protestants, we have a responsible part to perform

As we have necessarily, been absent from this place, we fear it will 
be out of our power to furnish our readers, for the present, with ex- 
tracts from the late p ings of f the Board of Directors. 


Report of the Board of Directors. . 
In presenting to the Supreme Judicatory of the Lutheran Church in 


America, an account of the progress of the institution so recently found- 
ed, under God, by their faith and zeal; the Board of Directors feel 
themselves imperiously called on to render their acknowledgments to 
the Great Head of the Church, in whose name the enterprise was under- 
taken, and who has so graciously smiled upon the feeble efforts of his 
servants. Agreeably to appointment of the General Synod, the 
Board met at Hagerstown on the first Wednesday in March 1826, to 
attend the important and difficult duties assigned to them. Extensive 
exertions had been made by tthe citizens of several towns, to obtain the 
location of the Seminary; and much interest was excited by the subject. 

Aware of the fact, that the decision of this question would exert an 
important and permanent influence on the welfare of this institution, 
and feeling the difficulties a conflicting opinions and wishes cast 
into their way; the Board, at different stages of their deliberations, 
addressed their fervent entreaties to the Great Head of the Church for 
the guidance of his Spirit, uptil a degree of solemnity was thrown around 
the question, which alike convinced them that the hand of God would 


. guide the decision, and prepared them to acquiesce in the result. Under 


these circumstances Gettysburg was chosen, not only as having made 
the highest pecuniary offer, but more particularly as being most central 
to the great body of the Lutheran Church; and the Board find pleasure 
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in stating, that after an experience of nearly two years the propriety of 
their decision becomes more evident. At thesame meeting, the Profes- 
Sor elect submitted the Constitution which he had been appointed to 
prepare, and which, after mature deliberation, was, with some additions, 
‘ananimously adopted. 
On the Sth of September ensuing, the Board r at 5 
and solemnly inaugurated their first Professor; after which the opera · 
tions of the institution immediately commenced. The number of stu- 
dents who at first applied for admission, was eleven; the whole number 
of individuals who have been connected with the institution, at present“ 
amounts to twenty-three, and letters have been received from six others 
_ who intend to enter. 
The course of studies ne by the Constitution of the ann 
bas been faithfully pursued. It is, however, a very difficult matter to 
obtain German text-books; and it was not until after much exertion and 
search in different parts of our country, that half a dozen copies of any 
good author on the subject of Practical Divinity could be found, The 
arrival of the very extensive and valuable collection of works obtained 
by the General Synod’s agent in Germany, will entirely remove this diffi- 
culty, and will not only afford an opportunity, but will present many 
inducements to students to pursue their German studies. ) 


With regard to the spiritual prosperity of the Seminary, the Directors 
have the most satisfactory evidence that ardent piety and enlightened 
zeal for the Redeemer’s kingdom, are habitually and successfully incul- 
_ cated. They cherish the firm conviction that this school of the prophets 
will, under God, prove an eminent blessing to the Church; that it will 
annually send forth sound and able divines, and faithful, zealous pastors, 
“who shall be able rightly to divide the word of truth, and give to ach 
hearer ‘his portion of instruction and edification in due seasen””’ In 
conpexion with thig item of their report, the Directors have the pleasure 
to state that there is both a Missionary and a Tract Society established 
in the institution, and that the great object of evangelizing the world, 
finds zealous advocates in all its members. Nor can they pass over jn 
silence the pleasing fact, that as a mark alike of attachment to the cause 
of Tracts and of respect for the Professor, the students n contri- 

butions constituted him a life member. | 
In determining the course of instruction in the Seminary, the Board 
thought it best at once to assume an elevated ground, and presuppose 
in the applicants for admission as many preparatory attainments as are 
required in any other similar institution in our country. To the adop- 
tion of this course they were led by the conviction that it is not only 
best calculated tw promote ttre interests of the Redeemer's kingdom, by 
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is also imperiously called f i by the exigencies of our rapidly extending 
Church. Yet in the present imperfect state of education in the Middle 
and Southern sections of our country, there will always be some amongst 
the applicants for admission, whose individual means will not bear them 


through a college course, or whose advanced age renders it inconsistent 


with their duty, to spend so many years in the pursuit of secular learning. 
The Board therefore believed it highly condycive to the prosperity of 
the Seminary, to have in its vicinity a well conducted classical school, in 
which persons of the above descriptions, could attend to the most useful 
and necessary preparatory studies, without which they could not fully 
comprehend the instructions of the Seminary, and in which others could 
be prepared for entrance into the different colleges of our country. But 
the Board are well aware of the fact, that as Directors of the Theologi- 
cal Seminary, they have no authority to establish such a school. They 


therefore, at the meeting last spring, associated themselves together as 


individuals, and appointed a committee to ascertain whether the proceeds 
of such a school would defray the expenses attendant on it, and if so, to 


put it into operation. Singe that time this school has been organized. 


Mr. Jacobs has been selected as teacher, a considerable number of pupils 
have been received into his school, and among the number, six young» 
gentlemen, destined for the ministry of our Church. The Directors would 
earnestly recommend this school particularly to those members of our 
Church who wish to give their sons a liberal education, as an institution 
well calculated to prepare young gentlemen for entrance into any college, 
and to give others the most important branches of a college education. 

For the reception of this school, the Trustees of Gettysburg Academy 
very kindly granted a room in their edifice, and the Board feel it no less 
# duty than a pleasure, thus publicly to acknowledge their obligation to 


said Trustees, and to the citizens of Gettysburg in general, for the 


promptness and cordiality with which they have uniformly co-operated 
with the Board in promoting the prosperity of the Seminary. 

In compliance with a resolution of the last General Synod, the Board 
made application to the Legislature of Pennsylvania, and obtained an 
Act of Incorporation, a copy of which is herewith transmitted. . 
The funds of the institution are as yet in comparative infancy. Sub- 


_ periptions to some considerable amount have heen obtained, but several 


years must yet elapse before all the instalments are due, and the sum 
4otal can be collected. On this subject the Board deem it their duty to 
record the distinguished munificence of our Rev. Father Shober, whos¢ 
zeal in the cause of the Redeemer is well known, and whose praise is in all 
the Churches. He has given to this Board a lawful title to 2434 acres of 
land on the banks of the Yadkin river, in the state of North. Carolina, for 
the benefit of this institation. Fart of this land is improved, and there 
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és every reason to helieve that i in a few years it will be a proffietive fund. 
To the Rev. Messrs. Herbst, Keller, and Ruthrauff, sen. also, the Board 
feel themselves under peculiar obligations, for the zeal which they have 
evinced, and the many sacrifices which they have made, in the service of 
the Seminary. The Board have the most satisfactbry reason to believe 
that the institution committed to their charge, is gradually engaging the 
confidence of the christian public in general, and of our Church in parti- 
' cular. They are assured that the prejudices which were entertained 
againgt it by some unacquainted with its nature and design, have in a 
goodly measure subsided, and that many who at first regarded it with a 
suspicious eye, now belong to its advocates, and are heard offering to the 
mercy- seat of God their prayers for its prosperity. In the production of 
this happy change, an important influence must be assigned to the Evan- 
gelical Lutheran Intelligencer, a publication in which the interests of 
this institution and of the Church in general, are ably advocated, and 
the editor of which, our Rev. Brother Schaffer, merits the warmest 
praise for his indefatigable zeal in behalf of every thing that regards the 
interests of the LutheranChurch. Although it seems to be adigression 
from the subject of this Report, the Board cannot but express the wish 
that the General Synod would adopt some efficient measures to extend 
the circulation of this publication Upon the most felicitous result of 
the mission of our beloved Brother Kurtz to Europe, the Board deem 
it needless to enter into details, as the circumstances of the case are 
generally Known to the members of this body, and as the Rev. Mr. Kurtz 
will himself make report to them. Suffice it to say, that he has been 
received with every mark of friendship and cordiality by our brethren 
in the different sections of Europe, and particularly in Germany; and 
that the distinguished liberality of our Lutheran brethren calls for the 
warmest and most lasting gratitude from our American churehes, and 
imposes on the General Synod renewed obligations to cherish feelings of 
the most ardent fraternal affection and intercourse. * 


New German Periodical.—The orthodox literati of Germany are about 
to establish a periodical Journal called the“ Evangelische Kirchengei- 
tung,” to be published at Berlin, and edited by Professor Hongstenberg, 
of that place. It is to contain critical notices, essays, and religious in- 
telligence, and some hundred and fifty individuals are pledged to sup- 
port it. The English and American department is assigned to Professor 
Tholuck, of Halle. Professor Robinson, through whom we have receiv- 
ed a proposal to exchange with this work, remarks, “I cannot help re- 
garding its establishment as very auspicious to tho cause of .

The efforts of several ddtdisiert and Lay-men to sustain this Synod, 
have been crowned with ineffable success, and, we are bold to say, that 
not only will this institution have a most powerful and bencficial effect 
upon that part of Christ’s church to which we belong, but in a few 
years become, the concentrating point of all our Synods in the United 
States. Most sincerely attached to our Lutheran Zion, its doctrines and 
discipline, we would appear among the first, to oppose any attempt to 
impose a “strange yoke” upon us, but, we shall deem it the highest 

honour and chief source of our happiness, to have ranked among those, 
who, “through good and eyil report,” sustained an institution, which 
will naturally have an influence, to preserve union among our brethren, 
and the purity of our faith. 


In contemplating the i operations of the General Synod, and 
the happy effects which, through it, have already resulted to the church 
of Christ, we are convinced that every opponent, will, if not early, late 
at least, repent of his opposition, for never was any thing brought into 
existence through the instrumentality of men, which received the evi- 
dent and signal approbation of God in a higher degree than the General 
Synod.

Gettysburg, Sunday, Oct. 26, 1897 —This being the day appointed for 
the meeting of the General Synod, the clerical and lay delegates elected 
by the different Synods, together with the other clergy present, assem- 
bled at the house of the resident pastor, and at 10 o’elock A. M. pro- 
ceeded to the Lutheran Church.

They have procu- 
red all the most excellent and 1 hymrr-beeks weed 7. sister 
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churches, and have also examined very many hymns found dispersed 
through the works of individual authors. They feel assured that the 
selection made will contain the major part of the best hymns extant in 
the English language. They have also, after mature consideration, con- 
structed a new arrangement, which they deem decidedly more practi- 
cal than any other which they have seen, and calculated to be more 
useful to both ministers and laymen, A general view of this arrange- 
ment they beg leave to submit to the General Synod. The basis of the 
selection is the New York hymp-book, according to the instructions of 
this. body; and the hymns selected from it, together with those intend- 
ed to be added, will amount fiom eight to nine hundred. 

The committee recommend that the printing of the work be com- 
menced at the press of the Theological Seminary without delay, and 
that a committee be appointed to make the necessary arrangements for 
its publication, and to attend to * accuracy of the impression.

Interesting Report of the Missionary Committee, 
To the Evangelical Lutheran Synoti of New Fork, convened at 
1 Albany, in October, 4 1827. 


As soon as the Minutes of this respectable Synod, come to hand, we 
shall publish copious extracts, as we are desirous of making the Intel- 
ligencer a work, from which every information with regard to our 
church in the United States, can be readily derived, thus enabling our 
pecple, though dispersed t oughout this country, to have a correct 
view of what their brethren are doing and-experiencing, in the various 
is the sole object we have in view, in de- 
voting our time and feeble powers to the arduous task of editing the 
Intelligencer. We trust, therefore, that our people will exert ‘them- 
selves to obtain additional subscribers, so that we may meet the expen- 
ses incurred, by the purchase of paper, and the work of the printer.— 
We extract the following report, from the Lutheran Magazine. 


“1, With gratitude towards Gd, the Father of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, your committee is enabled to state, that the weak exertion on 
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our part, to build up the waste places of our Zion, have been abundant- 
ly blessed, notwithstanding the smallness of our means. 

Immediately after the meeting of the Synod last year, the congrega 
tion in West Camp, Ulster county, which had petitioned the Synod for 
assistance, were presented with a small sum, which, added to the con- 
tribution raised by the members of the congregation, would enable them, 
as they stated, to obtain the services of the Rev. Mr. Eyer, once in four 
weeks. The Chairman of your Committee has since been informed, by 
letter from Mr. Eyer, that for some time he preached regularly every 
fourth week in said Congregation; but that circumstances had of late 
prevented him from attending as regularly as he could wish. Your Com- 
mittee would therefore recommend to your Rev'd. Body, that Mr. Eyer be 
be again requested to take charge of said Congregation, as well as a small 
Congregation at Woodstock: and that such ineasures be adopted for the 
preservation and advantage of these feeble Congregations, as in your 
wisdom may be deemed expedient; the Missionary Committee, at the 
same time, being willing to apsist ma the Missionary Fund as much as 

2. The congregation at Williamsburgh, Dundas county, and Osna- 
burgh, county of Cornwall, Eastern District, U. C. have enjoyed the 
services of the Rev. Mr. Hayunga, since the last session of the Synod. 
In the former township, a Church has been built, in the fourth conces- 
sion, ona lot of three acres, presented for that purpose, by Mr. Cook, 
arid has been dedicated to the service of Almighty God, by the abeve 
named Rev’d gentleman. 

On a late visit to these * the chairman of your committce 
had the satisfaction to observe a great and increasing attention to the 
preaching of the Gospel in those regions; no less than 87 persons have 
been received as members of the Church, by act of confirmation, during 
the course of the past summer. | 

The parsonage house and lot of ground, granted to the Lutheran Con- 


gregation in Williamsburgh, near the river St. Lawrence, by act of Par- 


liament of Upper Canada, is still held in possession by Mr. Wiegand, 
an Episcopalian clergyman, formerly of our church; but steps have been 
taken to bring the claims of the Lutheran congregation to said property, 
before the constituted authorities of that country. 

3. The congregations in Ernesttown and Fredericksburgh, Addison 
county, Middle District of U. C. which have been now for some time 
under the pastoral care of the Rev. Mr. Guenther, were also visited last 
spring, by the chairman of your committee; and here, likewise, the in- 
creasing attention to religion, and the zealous labour of our brethren in 
that remote part of our church, afforded him peculiar satisfaction. In 
the neighbourhood of Mr. Guenther, are several settlements, where Mis- 
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«sionary labour might be advantageously employed, and, in time, new 

congregations be formed. One of these settlements is at Sidney, where 

four families now belong to our church, and as many others are favour- 

ably disposed. About five miles beyond that settlement, are likewise a 

number of families belonging to our church. At Mohawk-bay, a distance 

of about seven miles, there are at present six communicant members of 
the Lutheran Church, besides ten families descendants of Lutherans, liv- 
ing in the immediate neighbourhood, most of whom would undoubtedly 

join the church, if they could enjoy the ordinances of the Gospel statedly. 
Six miles north-east of Mohawk bay, is a settlement, where seven fami- 

lies belong to our church, and the other settlers are favourable 00 its 

doctrines and church government. 

Besides these settlements, there are in the township of Markham, on 
Young’s street, about 30 — north of York, and in the adjoining towns, 
a great number of Lutherans and others of German descent, so that a 
German newspaper, printed at York, is supported by them. They have 
a minister by the name of f° | 


One of the principal obstacles to the growth of our church in Canada, 
is to be found in the great number of circuit preachers of various sects, 
who pretend to preach the Gospel without pay, being, for atime at least, 
supported by their several denominations. As the salary of Mr. Guenther 
is barely sufficient, by the strictest economy, to maintain himself and 
family, it will nat allow him to undertake missionary tours, to any dis- 
tance, at his own expense. . 


Your committee would propose to your Rev’d. Body, to recommend 
the above mentioned unsupplied settlements to the Rev. Mr. Guenther, 
as soon as a reasonable provision can be made from the missionary Fund, 
to remunerate him for such bervices, and to open a correspondence with 

the Rev. Mr. Peterson, inviting him to join our Synod. 


4. The chairman of your committee has likewise had the pleasure of 
visiting the congregation at Lowville, Lewis county, under the care of 
the Rev. Mr. Wieting, collected by him within the last two years; and 
he has observed, with heartfelt satisfaction, a great and salutary change 
in the religious aspect of that country, since the time of his last visit 
three years ago. Mr. Wieting has since stated to the chairman of your 
committee, that he has received repeated and pressing invitations, to 
preach in the town of Orlegns, Jefferson county, a place which is fast 
settling, and is yet unprovided with the Gospel. The inhabitants arc 
desirous to have a Minister of our denomination; and Mr. Wieting is 
confident that a numerous congregation might be gathered, but, as in 
all new settlements, they yet unable to make up a sed stall salary. 
n wr be adv?sable, if the missionary fund will allow it, to grant to 
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the Rev. Mr. Wieting a sufficient sum to enable him for one year, to 


appropriate part of his time to Missionary services in Orleans, with a 


request that he report the result of his labours to your committee, be- 
fore the next meeting of the Synod. 
5. The congregation at Danube, Herkimer county, which has been 


| repeatedly vacant since Mr. Guenther removed from that quarter, has 
been repeatedly visited by the chairman of your committee, and the 


Rev Mr. Lawyer has likewise preached there, and since the beginning 
of the present summer, the Rey. Mr. Thuemmel has been engaged by 
them, until the meeting of the Synod. — 

6. The congregations at Stone-Arabia and Minden, officially declared 
vacant by Mr. Domeyer, at the last session of the Synod, have been vi- 
sited by the Rev. Mr. Schaeffer, of New York, and last winter gave a 
call to the Rev. Mr. ‘Lawyer. The present attention paid to the preach- 
ed Gospel in these congregations, is the more apparent and pleasing, 
by the contrast which it offers, with their former conditiou. 

7. Mr. Lawyer has likewise effected a restoration of that union, which 
formerly existed between Stone-Arabia and Palatine, after the latter 
congregation had been left vacant for a number of years, and had partly 
engaged a Minister of another denomination. The chairman of your 
committee has the satisfaction to declare, as an eye-witness, the agreea- 
ble change which has taken place i in this, as well as the other two con- 
gregations just mentioned, in their attention to spiritual concerns. 


8. The congregation at Johnstown, Montgomery county, having been 
bereft, at least for a season, of the services of their Pastor, the Rev, 
Mr. Goertner, has been visited by the Rev. Messrs. Lintner, Lawyer, 
and the chairman of your committee. Mr. Lape has been recommended 

to the congregation, to be employed by them, ad interim, until Mr. 
Goertner's return. 


9. information has been received, through the adie of the Rev: 
Mr. Crownse, that there are settlements in the county of Madison, 
where the inhabitants are desirous to be supplied with preaching, by 
Ministers of our persuasion, The chairman of your committee has 
since ascertained, that such a settlement is to be found in Hartsville, 
four miles west of Chitteningo, and hopes to lay more definite infor- 
mation before the Synod, concerning these people, at the next meeting 
of this body. Settlements of descendants from Germans, are likewise 
to be met with on Fish and Woodcreek, on the east side of Oneida lake, 
The earliest opportunity will be taken to visit them. 


10. The members of our church in the neighbourhood of Reemsny- 


dershush, which appear to be a considerable number, are still destitute; | 
80 is likewise the small congregation in Schuyler and Franktort; and 
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your committee would recommend to your body to adopt some measures 
with regard to these tae that they may be preserved. 


11 The committee has likewise been much gratified to learn the suc- 
cess of the Rev. Mr. Jacob Berger, in those new places committed to his 
his Aue in Ghent, new doors have 


In this rapid view cheering to your committee, and indicative of the 
increasing state of the communion, they could not neglect the noticing 
of the munificent donation, by an unknown individual, of St. James’ 

church, in New York, for a Lutheran congregation—a gift which is as 
unparalleled in this country, as it is deserving of the religious grati- 
tude of this Synod. 

12. The above named pla have attracted the attention of your com- 

mittee during the past year; and from the sketch here given, it will be 
apparent to the Synod, that the field for exertion is extensive, but that 
the labourers are few, and our present means by far too small to accom- 
plish the important objects which Divine Providence points out to us; 
pour committee would therefore earnestly recommend to their brethren 
of the Synod, to exhort theif respective congregations, to make diligent 
exertions in favor of the Missionary cause. 

It would be an easy task, if all should unite in the laudable under- 
taking, to maintain, at least in one district of the extensive field of 
Missionary labours, a Minister, who by diligence and perseverance, 
with the blessing of God, might soon erect a number of flourishing 
congregations. | 

Your committee feel persuaded, that our congregations will the more 
readily unite in this work of Christian love, from the thought, that 
they will be assisting their own kindred and relatives, to obtain the 
blessings of a preached Gospel, und that they will be laying a sure foun- 
dation for the increase of the church in numbers and Pespectability, a 
church which they love, to the principles of which they adhere. 

To further so desirable an object, your committee would recommend 
that this Synod form itself into a Missionary society, and that each Mi- 
nister and Jay-member exert himself to erect an Auxiliary society, in 
his respective congregation, after a plan to be digested and proposed 
by the Synod, as Parent Saciety.

The sentence of con- 
secration, which pronounced the Church to be named St. Paul's Church, 
was read by the President of the Conference*, the Rev. Mr. Schulz of 
M’Connelsburg. The Confession, Gorge and Epistle were read by the 
Rev. Mr. Kruegler of Berlin. N | 
Then the Rev. Mr. Schulz delivered a Sermon on Psalm xi. 4. “The 
Lord is in his Holy Temple, the Lord’s Throne is in Heaven,” which was 
solemn, instructive, and appropriate. After Sermon, the Holy Commu- 
nion was administered by a Lutheran and Reformed Minister, the one 
handling the bread, the other the cup—and thus beautifully representing 
the unity of the Spirit in the bond of peace, which ought to exist among 
Christjans, who profess to believe, that there is one Body and one Spirit, 
even as they are called in one hope of their calling, one Lord, one Faith, 
ene Baptism, one God and Father above All. |

Corinth, v. 17; and in the evening, the Rev. Mr. Kruegler in the 
English language on II. Corinth viii. 9. |

xi. 29. On Saturday afternoon, the Rev. Mr. Reichert of Armstrong, had 
preached the Preparation Sermon on Luke xv. 2.
